Washington, May 22.—There were 
some squalls during the day on the 
senatorial sea, but notwithstanding, 
the tariff bill made progress. A num­ 
ber of paragraphs were passed upon 
and while in most instances they 
were disposed of with the understand­ 
ing th at the senate might still return 
to them, It is the general opinion that 
little, if any, change will be made in 
most of them. 
The house rates were retained in 
the polished plate glass paragraph, 
but with the understanding that when 
the bill is taken up in the senate 
proper, it now being considered as in 
the committee of the whole, there 
probably will be some alterations. The 
so-called 
“Republican 
progressives” 
criticised the house rate as too high; 
while Senator Oliver, who represents 
the glass producing state of Pennsyl­ 
vania, contended that the rate was en­ 
tirely inadequate to the proper pro­ 
tection of the plate glass industry. 
The interests considered during the 
day ranged all the way from mica and 
feldspar to automobiles. 
Beginning 
with 
the 
earthenware 
schedule, a 
number of committee recommenda­ 
tions were adopted. These included a 
marked increase on feldspar, made at 
the instance of Senator Bradley, and 
a decided reduction on gypsum. There 
was also a reduction in mica from the 
Dingley rate. Then came an inter­ 
ruption by Senator Culberson wrho 
made a set speech outlining the Demo­ 
cratic position on the tariff. He de­ 
clared 
that 
real 
Democrats 
were 
neither protectionists nor free traders, 
but advocates of a revenue tariff only. 


Duty on Electric Light Carbon. 
Following Mr. Culberson’s speech 
•bout an hour’s time was devoted to 
the paragraph fixing a duty on elec­ 
tric light carbon. The Dingley law 
provides a rate of 90 cents per IOO, 
while the proposed provision which 
was adopted, fixed 65 cents per IOO 
feet 
on 
high 
grade 
and 
35 
cents 
on 
low 
grade 
carbon. 
Senators La Follette and Gore con­ 
tended that the effect of this amend­ 
ment would be practically to double 
the present rate, and they charged 
that the change had been made in 
the interest of the National Carbon 
company, which they spoke of as a 
trust. 
Mr. Gore also asserted that 
there was a combination between the 
carbon makers and the Standard Oil 
company. 
Mr. Burton, who lives in 
Cleveland, O., where the carbon com­ 
pany is located, vigorously defended 
the company. In the discussion of 
this paragraph Senator Gore made al­ 
lusions to Senator Smoot, which were 
generally interpreted as personal, but 
the Utah senator made no reply. 
The finance committee’s automobile 
schedule suggested by Senator Gal- 
linger was accented. 
Ther^ were many bharp criticisms 
of one another by various senators 
and nepr the hour of adjournment 
Mr. Hale accused Mr. Beveridge of 
seeking newspaper notoriety by his 


frequent speeches. Tho charge was 
denied by the Indiana senator, who 
said that he was merely seeking to 
do his duty. 
There was a strong intimation that 
night sessions would soon be resorted 
to unless better progress were made. 
Mr. Aldrich stated th at today he 
would ask the senate to fix a day for 
voting upon the tariff hill.

Fire at Grand Rapids, Mich., Causes

practically destroyed by fire with a 
loss estimated at $400,000. The south 
wall of the structure fell, crushing 
beneath it two frame residences.

CURTAIN RUNG DOWN 


ON STRIKE IN PARIS 


t a a l Federation ut La bai 


Mains Defeat 


Paris, May 22.—The curtain wa* 
rung down upon the general strike 
amid recriminations by the leaders 
who tried to throw the responsibility 
for the failure upon each other and 
the defeated postal employes. 
Th* 
end came when a few hundred labor 
ers voted to resume work. The gen 
eral federation of labor then threw uj 
the sponge and issued a manifesto in 
which they seek to cover up their re 
treat, explaining th at the postal em 
ployes were over confident of the sue 
cess of their second strike, “which 
everything shows was prepared and 
instigated by the government, which 
was desirous of an opportunity foi 
avenging itself against the leaders ol 
the first strike.” 
The statement adds that strikes ol 
excavators and other workmen having 
sufficiently demonstrated tho solidar 
tty of the proletariat and the postmen 
there was no reason to call out othei 
unions, notably the electricians, who 
had expressed their readiness to en 
te r the fight. 
With the surrender of the general 
federation of labor the strike of the 
postmen, which already had practical 
ly ended, collapsed entirely and the 
few men who were still on strike de 
elded to return to their offices and 
try* to secure their old positions. The 
postmen and a few other unions ai> 
now raising a fund from which to give 
the dismissed postal employes $30 a 
month until they can obtain other em­ 
ployment.

Duluth Herald:—Sam F. Fullerton, 
state fish commissioner, is in Duluth 
today on his way to the Rainy river, 
where he will attempt to collect for the 
state fish hatchery at St. Paul, a quan­ 
tity of the eggs of the yellow-bellied 
wall-eyed pike. 
If Mr. Fullerton is 
successful in his efforts in collecting 
the eggs of the Canadian pike, they 
will be mixed with the fry already in 
the Minnesota lake. 
The fish com nissioner states that the 
mixing of the Canadian species with 
the species of pike at the present time 
in the Minnesota waters, will be a good 
thing for the fish, as it will improve 
the species. 
Mr. Fullerton has been very busy 
this spring collecting eggs from Gull 
lake, Whitefish lake and Pine lake, all 
in the vicinity of Brainerd. Other 
eggs have been collected from Battle 
Lake, in Ottertail county; Big Pelican 
lake, in Becker county, and the St. 
Louis river in at Fond du Lac. Over 
160,000,000 eggs have been collected by 
the force of the state fish hatchery, 
and these are at the present time 
hatching in the St. Paul hatchery. 
Many of the fry will be placed in the 
lakes and rivers of the northern part 
of the state. All of the eggs collected 
in the lakes and rivers of this state are 
of the white bellied pike. The trip 
that Mr. Fullerton on at the present 
time, will take him to international wa­ 
ters. The spot that the commissioner 
will visit, is where the Rainy river en­ 
ters the Lake of the Woods. 
At this point nets have been set out, 
and it is hoped that a large number of 
the Canadian pike will have been caught 
by the time Mr. Fullerton reaches the 
spot, 
At the present time the lakes of 
Minnesota are fairly well stocked with 
fish, according to Mr. Fullerton. 
He 
deplores the fact that this state has 
not more hatcheries. There are only 
two in the state at the present time, 
the one at St. Paul, and the one at 
Glenwood. There is an appropriation 
for a hatchery between Deerwood and 
Glenwood. This hatchery it is hoped 
will be built in the near future. 
The state fish commissioner points 
out that Wisconsin, with one-twentieth 
of the water area that Minnesota pos­ 
sesses, has eight hatcheries. Michigan, 
with not nearly the number of inland 
lakes and streams that are possessed 
by this state, has nine hatcheries. 
“lf we had more hatcheries in this 
state,” Mr. Fullerton says, “ the fish­ 
ing would be much better, as the fish 
department would be enabled to stock 
the lakes with more fish than it is able 
to do at the present time, with its 
limited facilities.” 
Trays for the collection of the eggs 
at the Rainey river have been shipped 
there and it is hoped to secure a fine 
collection, Mr. Fullerton states that a 
car of fish will soon be on its way to 
the northern part of the state. These 
fish will be placed in the waters of this 
section of the state.

United States Fish Commission Hopos 
to 
8tock 
American 
Rivera 
With 
Great Fish From 
Roumania— M in­ 
ister Knowles 
Induced 
Roumanian 
Government to Aid tho Undertaking. 


Commissioner Bowers of the United 
States fish commission at W ashington 
has announced th a t there is a strong 
probability th a t the famous Danube 
sturgeon will be successfully intro­ 
duced in the w aters of the United 
States. 
Until a few years ago the rivers and 
bays of the middle A tlantic states con­ 
tained great quantities of sturgeon, 
but because of inadequate law s for 
their protection and th e ruthless man 
ner of fishing fo r them th at valuable 
fish has been practically exterm inated 
The fish com m ission has made dill 
gent efforts to save the sturgeon and 
has had its experts on the Delaware, 
where the sturgeon was once most 
abundant and other w aters w here they 
were formerly found in an effort to 
catch a male and a female in order 
th at the eggs m ight be taken and 
hatched. 
N otw ithstanding their ear­ 
nest efforts and the expenditure of not 
less than $1,000 a year for three years 
for th at purpose they were unsuccess­ 
ful. 
The announcem ent of Commissioner 
Bowers th at it is probable Am erican 
w aters may again teem with sturgeon 
has been made possible by the co-op­ 
eration of H orace G. Knowles, until 
recently the Am erican m inister to Rou­ 
mania, Servia and Bulgaria, now ac­ 
credited to N icaragua. 
The 
pleasant 
relations 
M inister 
Knowles enjoyed w ith the Roum anian 
government enabled him before leav­ 
ing Roumania to arrange w ith the 
officials of th a t country to send to the 
United States a large quantity of 
Danube sturgeon 
fry; also several 
large cans of the fry of sterlet, another 
very valuable D anube fish. which is 
considered the m ost delicious of all 
European fish. 
M inister Knowles says he is inter­ 
ested in the introduction of these two 
Important food fish to American w a­ 
ters because his investigations con­ 
vince bim they will thrive in the 
United States. 
The sterlet, he says, 
is very prolific and hardy and will, if 
properly protected until well started, 
take the place of not only shad, which 
is getting scarcer every year, but the 
other fish th at ore growing less plen­ 
tiful. 
These twTo D anube fish are particu­ 
larly valuable because they are not a 
season fish like the shad, but run in 
the w aters of th eir habitat throughout 
the year. The D anube sturgeon grow s 
to enormous size and weight, and 600 
to 800 pound fish are frequently caught. 
An 800 pound fish will give about 150 
pounds of caviare, and fresh caviare 
sells in New York and the European 
cities for from $7 to $10 a pound. 
The caviare from the Danube stu r­ 
geon is considered the finest in the 
w orld. Both the sturgeon and th e ste r­ 
let are most abundant in the R oum a­ 
nian part of the Danube, and in east­ 
ern and southeastern Roumania they 
are the principal food of the people. 
Through the arrangem ents m ade by 
i M inister Knowles there will be shipped 
from Roumania a large num ber of 
tw enty gallon cans containing millions 
of young sturgeon and sterlet. W ithout 
any expense to the United States these 
cans of fish 
will 
be delivered 
at 
Bremen or H am burg to a representa­ 
tive of the U nited States fish com­ 
mission. who will take charge of them 
and bring them on one of the fa st ex­ 
press steam ers to New York. 
The 
young fish will then be sent to the 
nearest hatchery and there will be 
cared for until they have recovered 
from their 7,000 mile voyage and are 
in condition to be turned into th e H ud­ 
son. Delaware. Susquehanna and Po­ 
tomac rivers. 
The fish commission is deeply in ter­ 
ested in this experim ent, and it is the 
opinion of Commissioner Bowers th at 
the chances are decidedly in favor of 
its being successful. 
Minister Knowles says: 
“There are few m atters connected 
with our country’s food supply more 
im portant than th at of our fish produc­ 
tion. 
W hen it is considered th a t by 
reason of the increase of our popula­ 
tion the dem and is increased and th at 
with the gradual and constant falling 
off of the catch of all kinds of fish 
the supply Is lessened, it is one of the 
serious problems th at confront our 
country. 
A plentiful supply of fish 
during all seasons of the year is one 
of the greatest blessings our or any 
country can have. 
“Meats cannot sell for high prices 
when fish Is plentiful and cheap. 
The 
best and surest protection the people 
can have against the meat tru st Is to 
have a certain and abundant supply of 
fish. It Is a great economical question, 
and it Is no w onder our government 
is giving such serious attention to it. 
“So many and vast are our w aters— 
rivers, 
lakes 
and 
bays—that, 
once 
stocked w ith suitable fish and then 
properly protected by law against the 
exterm inating methods of the ruthless 
and Improvident fishermen, the United 
States should have a larger and better 
fish supply per caput than any country 
in the world. 
For the good of my 
country I nm deeply interested in this 
m atter and shall be very happy if I 
can do anything to better present con 
ditions.” 


CHARGE 
AGAINST 
CASTRO 


Dismissed by a Judge of the Criminal

former President Castro of com plicity 
in a plot to assassinate Juan V icente 
Gomez last December.

Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 22.—W ith 
an imposing array of speakers, the 
fifteenth annual m eeting of the Lake 
Mohonk conference on international 
arbitration concluded its deliberations. 
The speakers included Jam es Bryce, 
B ritish am bassador; Alfred Mosely of 
London, R epresentative Richard B ar­ 
tholdt of M issouri, Edward J. W heeler; 
editor of C urrent L iterature; F rank 
Chapin Bray, editor of the C hautau 
quan, and Dr. Richard W atson Gilder, 
editor of the Century. 
Am bassador Bryce in Ills address 
declared th a t new spapers ' had often 
been blamed for the ill-feeling be 
tween nations th at ultim ately led to 
war, and he said th at it was a ques-

tion w hether they were to blam e, as 
new spapers m erely are w hat the peo­ 
ple make them and reflect the w ishes 
of 'the people. 
He pleaded for arbi­ 
tration of disputes between nations. 
Congressm an 
Bartholdt 
suggested 
that President T aft could end all w ars. 
He said: 
“If the 
president of the U nited 
States were to say to King Edw ard 
and Em peror W illiam ‘let us keep the 
peace, and in case of any trouble be­ 
tween either tw o of our three coun­ 
tries, let us not draw the sword un­ 
til we have had an investigation by 
an im partial third party, be it power, 
commission or court ’ 
If, I say, P resi­ 
dent Taft w ere to make a formal pro­ 
posal of this nature and those tw o 
groat m onarchs were to grasp the out­ 
stretched hand, w hat wrould be the re ­ 
sult? It would signify the end of w ar.” 
Alfred Mosely’s speech was less con­ 
servative than the diplomatic u tte r­ 
ances of those who preceded him. He 
threw aside his prepared speech and 
j plunged into th e present relations be- 
| tween G reat B ritain and Germany. 
He said: 
“No man who has any feeling of 
responsibility can view the possibility 
of w ar w ithout a shudder. 
One re­ 
grets even, in the delicate state of 
public opinion both in Germany and 
England, the very talk of signs of 
trouble betw een them .” 


Q. W. Byron's Aorist Craft Is Combina­ 
tion of Asrodromo and Dirigible B a l­ 
loon— In vsntor Prsdicts It W ill Bis 
Filar of Future and Could Destroy 
Big Float. 


George W est Byron of W ashington 
is building an airship which will be a 
combination of an aerodrome and d ir­ 
igible balloon and which will be to tal­ 
ly different from anything heretofore 
constructed either in the United S tates 
or in Europe. 
Mr. Byron has obtained 
patents on his aerial craft and believes 
It will revolutionize navigation of the 
air. 
This latest ship of the clouds con­ 
sists of two superimposed planes, each 
forty feet wide and seventy-five feet 
long, constructed of aluminium tubing, 
strengthened w ith manganese bronze 
and vandium steel, the strongest possi­ 
ble construction. 
The extraordinary 
feature of these planes is th a t th e up­ 
per one consists of five flat connected 
gas bags inclosed in a rigid alum inium 
envelope and th e lower plane of seven 
sim ilar gas bags, also inclosed in a 
rigid flat envelope. 
The planes are 
seven feet apart. 
This construction 
gives an air supporting surface sim i­ 
lar to the planes in the W right m a­ 
chine and w ith the gas bags has th e 
additional buoyancy of a dirigible o r a 
free balloon. Suspended from the low ­ 
er plane by a strong steel w ire n et­ 
work is the car of the airship. T his is 
slightly sm aller in area than one of 
the planes. 
Iii the car Is located the engine th a t 
will drive the ship. A motor of tw en­ 
ty-five horsepow er will be used, w hich 
will develop a speed of more th an 
forty miles an hour. A bicycle fram e­ 
work, with four wheels, is attached to 
the bottom of the car. The ship will 
rest on this w hen it is on the ground. 
One of the ingenious features of this 
fram ework is th a t the wheels fold up 
autom atically xvhen the vessel is in 
the air. 
The propellers—tw o in front and tw o 
Dehind—are placed at the least point 
of resistance in the car, the engine be­ 
ing located amidships. The cabin will 
act as a ballast to preserve the equi­ 
librium, so th a t the airship will be sta ­ 
ble even in a strong wind. The whole 
machine will weigh when com pleted 
only 800 pounds, and it will have a 
lifting capacity of nearly 1,000 pounds 
more than its weight, the inventor 
claims. 
Mr. Byron believes this type of a ir­ 
ship will be the aerial craft of th e fu ­ 
ture. combining as it does the advan­ 
tages of a true heavier than a ir m a­ 
chine and the buoyancy and lifting 
capacity of a dirigible balloon. 
W ith 
this type accidents such as cost the 
life of Lieutenant Selfridge in the 
wreck of rthe W right m achine last 
sum m er at F ort Myer would be im pos­ 
sible. 
The inventor in speaking of his m a­ 
chine said: 
“An airship of this type, carrying 
900 pounds of tubing filled w ith high 
explosives and a crew of four men, 
could destroy the largest battleship 
fleet in a few hours. 
It could do it 
with perfect safety, for the ship would 
be practically indestructible, even if it 
were hit m any times with shells fired 
from forts or from the battleships. 
This type of airship is bound to be the 
one in universal use In a few years.” 
It is stated th at several W ashington 
capitalists have investigated B yron’s 
plans and have advanced considerable 
sums for the construction of the air­ 
ship. 
Mr. Byron is unable to say ju st w hen 
the craft will be completed, b u t w hen 
it is finished trials probably will be 
held near W ashington, and if it comes 
up to the expectations of those in ter­ 
ested the U nited States governm ent 
will be given the opportunity of pur­ 
chasing it and the patents under w hich 
it is constructed.—W ashington Post.
